Grandmothers arrive in U.S. seeking Cuban boy’s return

NEW YORK - On a mission to recover 
the child at the center of a bitter interna- 
tional custody battle, the gr^dmothers 
of Elian Gonzalez made emotional and 
emphatic appeals here Friday **to end 
this tragedy” by returning the 6-year-old 
boy to Ids father in Cuba.

Schools ponder impact of plan

JEROME - This week, the 
Jerome School District decided 
to ask taxpayers again for a new 
middle school, and at the same 
time the governor called on law- 
makers to offer state support for

Legislators and educators have

Clinton-wants $3 billion fornew research 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 
President Clinton said Friday he 
wants to add nearly. S3 billion to 
fcdcral'science and technology 
research, a broad effort that he 
said has already- fostered amaz- 
ing changes in American life and 
national wealth. 

The proposed increase in next 
year’s budget would add nearly 
$1 billion to information technol- 
ogy-related computer research. 

Although he struggles with 
computer technology himself, 
Clinton speaks with enthusiasm 
about the wonders technology 
has wrouglit. 

“It is changing everything 
about the way we work and live 
and relate to each other,” Clinton 
said of the Internet, saying the 
computer network is a maj'or rea- 
son for the-nation*s continued 
economic growth, which is on 


pace to break all previous 
records next month. 

His own administration also 
should get credit for managing a 
changing economy well, Clinton 
told students and faculty at the 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology. But he acknowledged 
that to a degree, all the govern- 
ment did was stay out of the way. 
“The real reason this thing keeps 
going on and on apd on is all we 
did in the government was to set 
the conditions and provide the 
tools for the American people to 
succeed,” Clinton said. 

“The real, reason is the expo- 
nential growth in information 
technology and how it is rifling 
through every other sector of our 
economy,” creating jobs ho one 
had heard of a few years ago and 
reinforcing other scientific 
advances, he said. 


Clinton came to Southern 
California, a major_recipienLo£-. 
federal rcsear^ dollars,-to detail 
his plan to add $2.8 billion to the 
federal budget, for science and 
technology research - benefiting 
studies of cancer, diabetes and 
AIDS as well as computer tech- 
nology, among others. California, 
with about 12 percent of the 
nation's population, draws 20 per- 
cent of federal research dollars. 

Also Friday, administration 
officials said Clinton, pursuing 
his goal of connecting all 
Americans to the Internet, will 
propose federal subsidies to nar- 
row the “digital divide” and help 
miUions of low-income families — 
go online. He has said Internet 
access and usage should be as 
commonplace as the telephone.

•"WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
gbveritmcnt recorded a budget 
su rplus of $33.0 8 billion in 
December hclped'albng by .a flow 
of tax payments, the Treasury 
Department said Friday. 

That compared with a $5.16 bil- 
lion deficit posted for December 
ld98. That deficit stemmed from 
t<4o Social Security payments 
n),adc that month because the 
payment date for January fell on 
a'weekend. 

Revenue for December 1999 
totaled $201.2 billion while 
expenditures came to $168.1 bil- 
lipn.- 

December’s surplus was bigger 
than the $31 billion many ana- 
lysts were anticipating and the 

g 2.5 billion projected by the 
ngressionol Budget Office. 
‘‘For the first three months of 
fiscal year 2000, which began 
Oct. 1, the government is running 
a deficit of $20.6 billion. 

A budget surplus still is expect- 
ed for all of 2000, however. The 
Clinton administration is predict- 
ing a $142.5 billion surplus for Hs- 
^ 2000, while the CBO is expect- 
mg $161 billion. 

I -For all of fiscal year 1999, 
Which ended Sept. 30, the gov- 
ernment reported a record sur- 
plus of $124.4 billion, slightly 
more than previously thought. 

! The 1999 surplus followed a 
$692 billion surplus in 1998, the 
first. time.the government fin- 
ished in the blai^ since. 1969. The 
back-to-back annual surpluses 
were the first since 1956 and 
il957 under President Eisen-

Feds accidentally open nuclear 
weapons doeuments to publie 


WASHINGTON (AP) - About 
1,000 documents containing 
nuclear weapons secrets were 
mistakenly declassified and 
made available to the public 
-under-an-openness-campaign - 
begun nve years ago, the Energy 
Department told Congress. 

While the documents were 
opened to researchers, only one 
of the files was actually exam- 
ined by any outsiders before the 
mistakes were discovered, the 
department sold in a report. That 
document involved nuclear 
weapons deployment to foreign 
countries in the 1950s.' 

The documents were among 
millions of pages of papers 
declassified between 1995 and 
■ 1998 under an executive order 
from President Clinton directing 
federal agencies to.lift the veil of 
secret^ from papers that contain 
historical material and arc more 
than 25 years old. 


A classified report sent recent- 
ly by the Energy Department to 
. Congress details the findings of a 
DOE audit of some 948,000 pages 
of nuclear weapons-relatcd docu- 
- ments that had'been'parr of ihe ' 
three-year declassification effort. . 

During the review, auditors 
found that 14,890 pages contain- 
ing secret weapons information . 
had been mistakenly declassified 
and made available for public 
view at the'National Archives, 
according to an unclassified sum- 
mary of the report sent to the 
armed services committees of 
both the House and Senate. 

Included amonp the 14,890 
pages was information on nuclear 
bomb tests in the 1950s and 
1960s “chat provided insight ... in 
weapons design technology” as 
well as yields on spedfle weapon 
and their deployment and stor- 
age, according to the unclassified 
summary. 
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to provide computers and 
Internet access in perhaps as 
many as 9 million households.

, CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
(AP) - The only signs that La 
Campana ranch was recently a 
focus of world attention ore dis- 
carded foam coffee cups, spent 
batteries and a few bored soldiers - 
standing guard outside. . 

The digging has stopped, and 
there is no more talk of finding 
the bodies of 100 Mexicans and 
Americans in mass graves just 
over theU.S. border. 

What remains are questions: 
Were the expectations of finding 
so many bodies in mass graves 
“overblown?'And,*iftheT00 people'" 
mi^ng in the Juarez area aren’t 
in 'the mass graves, where are 
they? 

The end of the digging was 
casually announced Thursday by 
Mexican Attorney General Jorge 
Madrazb during a news confer- 
ence. The two-month, joint 
Mcxican-FBI investigation had 
turned up nine bodies and a drug 
. laboratory at three sites. 

It was an anticlimactic ending 
' to a sensational story Uiat grabbed 
headlines worldwide, ^vith talk of 
a killing field riglit across Uie lx>r. ' 
der from El Paso, Texas. 

The news broke Nov. 29, with 
U.S. law enforcement ofricials, 
speaking on condition of anonymi- 
ty, telling reporters that an infor- 
mant had said as many as 100 bod- 
ies might be buried in Ciudad 
Juarez. 

Yet the head of the Mexican 
attorney gcncraPs organized 
crime unit, Jose Larrieta 
Carrasco, told The Associated 
Press on Thursday that no infer- 
_mant_had ever used that figure to 
cither Mcidran or U.S. officials. 

Madrazo had acknowledged 
-that 100 people were missing in 
the Juarez area, but repeatedly 
said he did not know how many 
rniight be buried in the ^ves. The 
FBI also did not give a figure. 

“The FBI never speculated,” 


spokesman Jim Davis said. “The 
.notion that the FBI- was shooting 
its mouth off just isn’t accurate.” 

But U..S. and Mexican officials 
did little'at Hrst to counter sp^- * 
lation that so many bodies might 
be found. Madrazo, for example, 

- said in a television interview on 
Nov. 30 that “there is a list of 22 
U.S. citizens that could be ... in 
tliose sites that we are now search- 
ing.” 

It wasn’t until two days later 
. that Madrazo expressed concern 
in an interview about the “enor- 
— mous'speculaiIon”"and'"frankly~ 
extravagant numbers,” which he 
described as “very far from reali- 
ty.” 

The scope of the investigation 
' also Indicated that authorities'^ 
were looking for something big. 
Hundreds of -Mexican police 
worked with dozens of FBI agents 
in a rare joint operation. FBI 
director Louis Fre^ visited one of 
the sites-and held a joint news - 
conference with Madrazo. And 
President Clinton spoke of the 
mass graves as a “horrible exam- 
ple of drug violence.” 

“The comments made by both 
U.S. and Mexican authorities 
were totally removed from reali- 
ty,” Ciudad Juarez Mayor Gustavo 
EUzardo said. 

He said the same investigadon 
could have been'eonducted by far 
fewer people with a much lower 
' profile. Publicity from the digging 
has hurt tourism and investment 
in Ciudad Juarez, he said. The dty 
has suffered years .of bad press 
because of a series of killings of 
young women and because the 
Juarez drug organization was 
based there. 

“I believe that both authorities 
- Mexican and U.S. t. ought to be 
more careful in their declarations 
to avoid the p^chosis they caused 
in the dty and the alarm through- 
out the world,” Ellzardo said. 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) - After 
five years, behind bars, one of the

Kevin Mitnick, 36, allegedly 
caused millions of dollars of dam- 
age by hacking into corporate 
and university computers.

Institute in Lompoc with family 
members, Mitnick stopped at a 
. park and read a statement, accus- 
ing prosecutors and the. media of 
exaggerating his crimes and hin- 
dering his ability to present a 
legal defense. 

*'My crimes were simple crimes 
. I of trespass," Mitnick said. “My 
‘ case is a case of curiosity. I want- 
ed to know _as much as I could 
find out about ‘Kdw'phone net- 
works worked, and the ins and 
outs of computer security." 

His-lawycr-said Mitnick.wants . 

to enroll in college and study - 
what else? - computer technolo- 
gy. 

That won’t be easy under the 
terms of his parole - he must stay 
away from any electronic devices 
that would give him access to the 
Internet.

Physicists let ‘Schroedinger’s cat’ but of quantum bag

Physicists say they have man- 
aged to nudge atoms back and 
forth between our everyday world 
and the strange quantum realm 
where objects con paradoxically 
be in two places at the same time. 

If physicists can further refine 
their control over this realm, it 
could result in incredibly fast 
quahmm computers able to crack 
even the toughest encryption 
codes used by conventional com; 
puters today. 


Quantum theory was developed 
and elaborated on in the first 
third of the 20th century by such 
figures as Max Planck, Albert 
Einstein, Niels Bohr and Werner 
Heisenberg. Quantum theory 
holds that energy, light and mat- 
ter sometimes behave more like 
particl(» than waves. According to 
quantum theory, objects on the 
subatomic level can simultaneous- 
ly be in two places or travel in two 
directions, or have other proper- 
ties tliat seem contradiaory in the 
everyday world around us. 


Scientists have achieved quon- 
ttim states. But in' an experiment 
reported in Thursday’s i»uc of 
the journal Nature, they were 
. able to move atoms into pnd out of 
quantum states with more preci- 
sion than before, y 
David Wineland and fellow 
researchers at, the National 
Institute of Standards and 
Technology in Boulder, Colo.,' ' 
coaxed a b^Uluin atom in a vac- * 
uum to be in two places at the 
same time - the paradoxical 
“Schroedinger’s cat” state. The 


researchers then caused the sys- 
. tem to collapse by introducing 
contact to the outside world. 

Austrian physicist Erwin 
.. Schroedinger .proposed the cat 
paradox in the early ZOth century. 
He described the hypothetical sit- 
,^uaiion of a cat in a Iwx with vial'of 
cyanide gas capped by a decaying 
radioactive atom, which would 
release the poison once it 
decayed. Under quantum theory, 
the atom could be in both states, 
meaning the cat could be both 
dead and alive. 


David Duke establishes a || 
civil rights group for vvhiteli 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
Ku Klux Klansman David Duke 
on Friday launched a dvil rights 
group for whites, saying they face 
“massive dlsciiminaaon” from 
the nation’s growing population 
of minorities. 

"European Americans must 
band together as a group the 
same way African Americans do, 
the same way other minorities 
do,” Duke told reporters at the 
National Ihess Qub. 

He announced formation of the 
National Organization for ' 
European American Rights. 

Ken Jacobson, asdstant'natioh- 
al director for the Anti- 
Defamation League, called 
Duke’s announcement a transpar- 
ent effort by “a leading racist . 
and hater” to recast him^f as a 
civil rights leader. “This is just 
one more manifestation in a dif- 
ferent guise,” Jacobson said. “He 
may not have his robe on and he 
may not have his mask on but it’s ' 
the sarne old David Dukc^" 

About 75 organizers of the new 
group, which will be based in 
Mandeviile, La., plan to meet 
today in Philadelphia, and Duke 
said there are already member 
representatives in 30 states. 

“European Americans face a 
situation where we’re going to be 
outnumbered and outvoted in 
our own country," said Dukej 
who is chairman of the Rc; 
publican Party in Louisiana’s St.'

Granid jury expaniJs charges 
against Algerian in bomb trial

jury in Seattle has expanded its 
charges against Ahmed Ressam 
and Indicted another Algerian 
man for involvement in what 
prosecutors describe as a year- 
long terrorism conspiracy. 

The new Indictment, handed up 
late Tliursday, .said - for the first 
time - that the goal of the conspir- 
ady was to destroy or damage 
buildings or other targets in the 
. United Slates. 

The indictment didn't identify 
a-spedfic-iHrgei,-Qlihough-lHW — 
enforcement officials have said 
an attack may have.bccn planned 
for New Year's Eve celebrations 
at Scaille Center or New York’s 
Times Square. 

The indictment adds more 
bombv'ahd cbhspifa'cy'relate’d’” 
charges to five counts that 
Rcssiim, 32, was already facing. 

The new charges also allege , 
violations of Washington state 
laws and add as a defendam 
Abdclmajid Dahoumane, who is 
wanted in Canada on c^^losives- 
related charges stemming from 
his stay with Ressam at a 
Vancouver, B.C., motel. 

Dahoumane, who remains at 
large, had been wanted in the 
United States only as a'mnicrial 
witness in the case against 
Ressam. 

While the case has been widely 
painted os a terrorist bomb plot, 
the new indictment is the first 
time Ressam has been formally 
accused in a court document of 
promulgating international ter- 
rorism. 

He and Dahoumane are named 
together in two counts tliat claim 
they conspired to commit an act 
of terrorism across national 
boimdaries and placed an explo- 
sive in proximity to the Port 
Angeles Ferry Terminal. Ressam 
was arrested Dec. 14 at the termi- 
nal, allegedly while trying to 
smuggle a large quantity of cxplo- 
sves into the United States in the 
tru^ of his rented car. 

: Two other new counts against 
Ressam involve ^ of false iden- 
dficadoxi documents and uM of a 
fictitious name for gaining admis- 
sion to the United States. In all, 
fhe new counts could add 90 
years of imprisonment to the

In court documents, prosecu- 
tors have described a plot to pen- 
etrate the U.S. at remote border 
crossings and bomb an unspeci- 
fied target. 

The group, based in Montreal, 
has been described in court 
papers as a faction of the Armed 
Islamic Group - known by its- 
French initials GIA - intent on 
punishing the U.S. for its per- 
ceived support of the military 
regme in Algeria ' _ 

Six people have been an^ted 
in New York, Vermont, Montreal 
and in the Puget Sound area since 
' Ressam’s arrest 

The trunk -of Ressam’s rental 


car contained a substance used to 
make a military-grade plastic 
explosive, known as C-4, and a' 
“nitroglycerine equivalent" in 
two glass jars. He was detained as 
he left a feny from Victoria, B.C. 

Also Thursday, Mokhtar 
Haouari, 31, of Montreal was 
ordered held without bail until an 
extradition hearing to determine 
whether he should be sent to New 
York to face terrorism charges. 

Haouari and Abdel Ghani 
Meskint were charged in New 
York with providing material sup- 
port to terrorists, including fal^ 
-passports and fake U;S/identifica-- 
tion papers. 

The six'count indictment, 
unsealed Tuesday, also charged 
them with trafficking in stolen 
credit and bank cards in the past 
year. 

In a court hearing in Mohiircal 
on Thursday, Canadian authori- 
..tics revealed chat Meskini, also . 
Algerian, provided key informa- 
tion to (he FBI about the bomb 
plot. 

The disclosure came during a 
bail hearing for Haouari, an 
Algerian national living in 
Montreal. 

Serge Haincault. head of a 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
task force working with U.S. 
authorities on the case, said FBI 
agents were provided information 
about Haouari by Meskini, 31, 
who was arrested Dec. 30 in New 
York. 

Meskini is the first person 
known to have divulged infonna- 
tion to the FBI in the continuing 
terrorist invesdgadon. 

Meskini’s attorney, Roland 
Thau, a federal public defender 
in New York, said his client has 
not provided information to the 
FBI since being brought before a - 
federal magistrate Dec. 31.

He forced Bradley - the self- 
proclaimed positive campaigner - 
to.punch-back.—'You either com- - 
pete or you die,” strategist 
Axelrod said. “It’s that simple.” 

The real question in Iowa is the 
size of the margin. Which will 
determine who has the momen- 
tum as the campaign heads to 
New Hampshire and beyond. 

' Bradley olr^dy has conceded he 
won’t win the caucus but says 
he’d be pleased with 30 percent 
support. Gore advisers alw have 
bran trying to lower expectations 
by suggesting they would be 
happy with a relatively narrow 
victory.

'• WASHINGTON (AP) - Hear 
■ Richard Nixon -like you’ve never 
heard liim before. 

The National Archives on Friday 
began distributing cassettes of the 

? r«ident’s o nce-secre t ta pes - a t ‘ 
16 a pop Warning: The govern- ' 
■■■'ment has “determined that'lhese ' 
tapes contain language some peo- 
ple might find offensive. 

For years. Americans have read 
transcript.^ of the Nixon tapes - 
salty language and all. 

But unle.ss they traveled to the 
archives' in Called Park, Md., they 
couldn't listen to the tapes. 
Copying was prohibited. So, 
besides a few bootleg tapes Ulcg^- 
ty broadcast years ago and snip- 
• pets of recordings played in court, 
the Nixon-tapes have not been 
; publicly aired. 

Now, 26 years after Nixon 
resigned, the public will hear 
Nixon’s baritone voice on televi- 
sion and radio. Students will listen 
to him in cla.ss. Historians, Nixon 
buffs, journalists and writers 
around the nation will play and 
replay their own Nixon tapes at 
home, or mtiybe in the cor. 

They’ll hear the famous “smok- 
ing gun” conversation about 
Watergate that led to Nixon’s res- 
ignation. Tlieyll listen to the infa- 
mous tape erasure - a full 18.5 
minutes of buzzes and clicks. 
They’li hear the chat between 
Nixon and former White House 
-counsel -John-Deun, who tells the 
president: “We have a cancer - 
within - close to the presidency 
that's growing." 

“I certainly think the American 
public lias a right to hear this 
material. Those tapes are what 
re.sultcd in Richard Nixon resign- 
ing from office. And while they 
know the content, they really 
s<nind much different than they 
read,” .said Dean, now an invest- 
ment banker in Beverly Hills, 
Calif. 

"Nixon kinda growls," he said. 
Dean’s voice also can be heard 
on tape.

“Obviously, there’s some stuff 
on there that I find embarrassing 
with hindsight,” said Dean, who 
was in his 3(h during Watergate. “I 
was young, awed by the presiden- 
cy for a long time and I would 
approach it much differently today 
than I did back then.” 

Nixon secretly recorded 3,700 
hours of tape. So far, 264 hours' of 


Watergate and so-called “abuse of 
government power” tapes can be 
purchased. These contain conver- 
sations about the break-in and 
bugging of the Democratic 
National Coirumnce headquarters 
■" in' th'e Watergate in 1972, subse- 
quent cover-up dhd vyrorigdoing by 
.. the White House. 

The archives began taking 
orders late last year. On Friday, 
the government distributed the 
first batch - 12.5 hours of tapes 
played in court in the mid-1970s.

$702. Segments of the tapes cost 
$18 for each 30-rainute recordii^ 

• Prices are set to cover the cost of 
copying and packagtng-tapc.s. The 
archives will not profit from the 
sale. 

ABC News bou^t a complete 
set and ptane'd to begin-airing 
them Friday on “NightUnc,” said 
producer Jon Ebinger. C-SPAN, 
which in February 1998 began oir- 
ing President Johnson’s White 
Hou.se tapes on the radio and its 
web site, is waiting to a.sscss the 
quali^ of the Nixon tapes before 
deciding how to use them, said hlv 
lory producer Maura Pierce. 

“Nixon spoke in a low monotone 
which makes him hard to under- 
stand.” said Christopher Beam, 
director of the Edmund S. Muskic 
Ardiivcs m Bates College in Maine 
—who plans io-pIay.segmems-of-the- 
tapes for students in a history class 
he’s teaching at the Univei^ty of 
Southern Maine. Sale of copies of 
the recordings is governed by a 
1996 legal settlement reached by 
the archives, Stanley Kutler and 
the Nixon estate that requires the 
government to make these tapes 
publicly available this month. 

“While the tapes arc not the 
whole of the Nixon record, they 
are the most readily identifiable 
part of it by the general public,” 
said Kutler, o historian and author 
of a book of Nixon tape tran- 
scripts. “In fairness to Nixon, they 
have to be heard in totality - for a 
more complete public record.” 







CDC: Polio shots are safer than oral vaccine 


— -ATLANTA (AP) - Children” 
siioiild be given polio shots 
instead of the oral vaccine to 
avoid a tiny chance of a polio 
infection from the oral dose, the 
government says. 

La.st summer, an advisory 
panel concluded that the shots - 
which contain the inactive form 
of the polio virus - arc preferable 
to tlie oral vaccine because of the 
sligln risk.

"Prevention'fbllbwed'theparieTs” 
advice as it published its annual 
recommended schedule of child- 
hood vaccinations, which guides 
state and local health depart- 
ments and pediatricians.

Chechens strike via underground passages Wave of child violence 


GUDERMES, Russia (AP) - 
Chechen rebels used under- 
ground passages to mount sur- 
prise a ttacks on Russian, troops . 
in northern Grozny, but were 
repelled by federal forces, the 
military command said Friday. 

• Acting President Vladimir 
. ,'Putin warned that with battlc- 
. .field success came an increasing 
, danger of Chechen-organized ter- 
rorists. 

“The danger of terrorist acts is 
growing and will' exist until we 
finish off the bandits in 
Chechnya," Putin told top 
Interior ^nistry officials. 

T h e surprise attacks in Grozny _ 
. , on Thursday came after days of 
savage street combat in which 
Russian forces failed to capture 
the center of the Chechen capi- 
tal. The separatists infiltrated 
Russian ])ositions through under- 
ground pipes, which they contin- 
ue to control. Both sides suffered 
losses, the military said. 

Some officers said on condition 
of anonymity that about 20 sol- 
diers from one regiment in 
Grozny were killed when rebels 
sneaked througli sewage tunnels 
■*: to .strike the Russians from the 
rear. 

The federal command, which 
gave no casualty toll, said the 
separatists were operating in 
small groups and trying to find' 
cracks in the Russian blockade. 
These groups frequently change 
i'l^ositions and cut off Russian 
••'units from the main iorces, it 
*!:said. 

The military statement, cited 
by Russian news agencies, also 
. acknowledged that fitting was 
continuing for.control over down- . 

' town Minutka Square and a 
strategic bridge over the Sunzha 
River, previously said to have 
, boon seized by the Russians.

Judicial sources said Friday 
that a judge in Versailles charged 
three ninth-graders at the Jules 
Ferry Junior High School with 
attempted murder and extordon.

The U.N. High Commissioner' 
for Refugees said today that the 
flow of refugees from Chechnya 
into Ingushetia has increased 
sharply. By early ofternoon 
'Thursdayran'estimated 2,300 ' 
people had crossed , into 
Ingushetia, spokesman Ron 
Redmond said. “That’s the high- 
est daily figure in several 
weeks.” 

“It’s not'endrely dear whether 
that group induded residents of 
Grozny itself or other areas in 
Chechnya,” Redmond said. Also 
Thursday, some 800 people

Intense hghiing during much of 
lost year forced about 5,000 fami- 
lies to flee Dar^ouf, 120 miles 
north of the capital, Kabul, accord- 
ing to Michael Semple, acting U.N. 


coordinator for humanitarian 
relief to the Hazarajat region of 
Afghanistan. 

VWe knew they were there, that 
they needed help, but it was how 
to get help to them,” said 
Stephanie Bunker, U.N. spokes- 
woman in Pakistan. 

The operation involved 1,500 
donkeys making 6,000 tri]ps over 
^4 miles of narrow mountain pass- 
es ih'subzero temperatures. It' ' 
started in November after an 
agreement from both sides earlier 
that month allowed the aid move 
through the area. 

The area of Dar-e-Souf is "highly 
inaccessible,” particularly in cold 
weather, Semple said. Land mines 
along the mountain road niade it 
impossible for trucks to carry sup- 
plies, he - 


Britain returns ancient sculpture 
llistolen from Egypt 10 years ago 



LONDON (AP) - She came in 
disguise, but ultimately there 
was no hiding her true royal 
character. 

After painstaking research, 
Britain on Friday returned a 
valuable 13tb century B.C. sculp- 
ture of the head of an ancient 
queen, stolen a decade 
I;tfgo by a British antiquities smug- 

The marble head of Nefertari, 
principal quecii of Ramies II, 

was.disguiscd os a cheap tourist 

souvenir to smuggle it out of 
Egypt in the early 1990s. 

The Egyptian government 
. went to court in Britain to pursue 
the private dealer who later 
bought the piece, but he main- 
>.Tained he didn’t have to return it 
Z because it was a fake. 

; • Tests by the British Museum 
j proved it was genuine and the 
" man relinquished it. 

“Hie return of the head today 
represents a further step” in the 
two countries’ efforts to stamp 
out “the illegal and sinister trade 
cultural artifacts,” Egyptian 
-l.'J^bassador Adel El-Gazzar said 
the handover at the museum. 
He said Egypt considers such 
'fmcient splendors “a heritage for 



.Thl8.13th.cantury B.C. sculpted 
head of Egyptian Queen Nefertari - 
was returned to Egypt recently, after 
being stolen a decade ago by a 
British antiquities smuggler, 
all humanity.”. 

British police say the interna- 
tional trade in looted antiqui- 
ties is worth $160 million a 
year, and that many pieces arc 
stolen for the purpose of laun- 


dering money. 

Vivian Davies, curator of the 
British- Museum’s Egyptian 
department, said the head was 
“a substantial Egyptian antiqui- 
ty” but would not say how much 
it is worth. 

In its original state, it would 
have had a gilded brbruc feather 
headdress up to 3 feet high and 
- it would have been set in "a 
major temple in Eg ypt,” D avies 
said. 

Briton Jonathan Tokcley-Parry 
was sentenced to six years in 
prison in 1997' for smuggling in 
the piece and other predous arti- 
facts. 

“The whole issue about 
whether it should be returned to 
Egypt was' pinned on whether it >• 
was an original because its 
owner claimed that it was a 
fake,” said museum spokes- 
woman Prances Dunket. “We 
have been able to prove that it 
was an original.” 

The owner was not identified. 

In the case of the Nefertari 
statue, museum experts using 
microscopes and ultraviolet light 
discovered the face had been 
covered with stone drilled out of 
the core of the piece.

: V Xu’s claim has forced poleontol- 
« -ilogy drcles, which greeted the find 
'•^i^with some fanfare, to take a sec- 
' : ond look. And the controversy has 
highli^ted the pitfalls of interna- 
tional research projects involving 
fo^^ that ore often smuggled out 
of China and sold overseas. 

Sdentisis have other evidence 
that birds evolved froth dinosaurs, 
and Xu’s finding doesn’t overturn 
I -^.the theory. 

jKj The National Geographic 
< J^6odety convened a press. ebnfer- 
^l^nce in October to ormoimce the 
' * di^very of the dinosaur, dubbed 
' ^ Archaeoraptor liaoningensis, 
- which lived 120 million to 140 mil- 
' lion years ago. 

Unlike feathered dinosaurs dis- 

. fNEEDHELPWra 
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covered earlier, the Archaco- 
raptor showed evidence that it 
could fly, they said. • 

The Archaeoraptor fostil, how- 
ever, induded specimens that had 
been smuggled out of China and 
thus ore of uncertain provenance. 

Now National Geo^phic mag- 
azine plans to publish a,tKite in its 
March issue saying that CT scans 
of the fossil appeared to confirm 
Xu’s observations and had 
“revealed anomalies” in the 
reconstruction, said National 
Geographic Sodccy spokeswoman 
Barbara MoffcL She added that 
more information was needed. 

Xu contends the Archaeoraptor 
is a combination of two fossils: one 
of the body and head of a birdlike 
creature and the other of the toil 
of a d^erent dinosaur. He said he 
has found another fossil, in a pri- 
vate collection in China, that con- 


tains the mirror image of the sup- 
posed tail of the Archaeomptor. 

Fossils often break in two when 
the rocks containing them arc 
spilt in excavation. 

“"This is a completely new 
dinosaur. It’s nothing like the 
Archaeoraptor,” Xu, of China’s 
Institute of Vertebrate Paleon- 
tology and Paleoanthropology, 
said in on interview. 

Paleontologist Stephen Czerkos, 
who bought the Archaeoraptor 
f(^l at a gem and mineral sale in 
Ut^ said Xu may be right. 

“No one has be^ able to actual- 
ly compare the two fossils sidc-by* 
side. Research is still ongoing But 
that is what we arc all tending to 
believe.” 

Still, Czerkas said the 
Archaeoraptor, even without its 
tail, remained a very important 
find.

Companies 
have made it pretty clear vyhat 
tijey object to. But what, exact- 
do they vrant? 

• Certainly, employers arc not 
suggesting that the responsi- 
bilities they have for the 
health and safety of their 
employees'di^ppear when 
^ose workers telecommute. 

• No, the claim is that employ- 
ers can be counted on to use 
common sense and take mea- 
sures to ensure the well being 
^f their work-at-home employ- 
es. 

• Businesses can find plenty 
of good advice if they want to 
safeguard their employees’, 
health and safety and to assist 
writers in setting up Mfe 
home offices. 

A telecommuting training 
9 nd consulting company offers 
^101 Tips for Telecommuters," 
frith guidelines for a safe and 
healthy office. 

• A leading provider of infor- 
mation on business and 
employment law to large and 
small employers helps compa- 
nies put in place standards to 
assure that the telecommuter’s 
home office is safe and 
Ergonomically friendly. 

1 But few companies seem to 
be paying attention. The evi- 
dence suggests that most com- 
panies have failed to address 
Che management issues 
involved in telecommuting 
and probably have hot taken 
(he steps necessary to provide 
fbr the health and safety of 
telecommuters. 

1 A survey of teleworking at 
U.S. companies, conducted by 
(he American Management 
. Associatioaand issued two 
days before Labor Secretary 
Alexis Herman withdrew the. 
advisory on safety in the home 
workplace, is revealing. 


The surv^ found that only 
7 percent of leleworkers have 
been formally trained to work 
outside their normal office 
environment, less than half 
have been supplied with the 
necessary equipment to con- 
duct business from home, and 
nearly half report that they . 
lack adequate technical sup- 
port when they work at 
home. 

A nudge 
from OSHA 
may be just 
what these 
companies 
need. Tel- 
ecommuting 
provides ben- 
efits for both 
workers and 
employers. It 
has grown 
dramatically 

in the last 

decade. 

Today, nearly 
20 million 
people - 10 
percent of 
the adult 
workforce - 
regularly ■ 
works at 
home, at 
least part of 
the time, dur- 
ing regular 
business 
hours. 

The risks of inju^ in a 
home office may be far lower 
than in factories, mines and 
mills. But telecommuters are 
as likely as arc other office 
workers to suffer from back 
injuries, repetitive stress prob: 
lems, and other workplace 
hazards. And they are at risk 
of injury from fire if they lack 
an adequate electrical system, 
or if they don’t have a smoke, 

. detector or fire extinguisher ' 
nearly. 

Since its creation in 1973, 
OSHA has done much to 
improve workplace safely and 


reduce occupational injury 
ahd illness rates. 

OSHA has a continuing 
obligation to provide guide- 
- lines and oversight that will 
keep workers safe and 
healthy even as the nature of 
work and the work site 
change. This includes regulat- 
ing the safety, cleanliness and 
. ergonomics of telecommuters’ 
home offices. 

Certainly, safety standards 
should reflect the realities of 
these work sites and heed not 
be the same as in more haz- 
ardous settings. But employees

Hospital care is not a commodi- 
ty or product that can l>e "gifted” 
to people in advance of service 
delivery. A person mu-st require 
medically necessary hospital ser- 
vices before die issue of payment 
even arises. If a person requires 
treatment at a hospital, he or she 
will get it, regardless ofjibility to 
pay, if admitted by a physician 
for medically necessary services. 
Charity care is determined on a 
case-by-case basis after the care 
has been rendered. 

Through its rules and revenue 
rulings, the Internal Revenue 
Service has developed the follow- 
ing criteria a nonprofit hospital 
must meet to be considered 


“charitable” and to receive tax 
exemption. It must: 

• Be available to all residents of 
the community; 

• Maintain a 24-hour emergen- 
cy department (with some excep- 
tions); 

• Have articles of incorponuion 
which prohibit private inurement ' 
upon ^ssolution; 

• Implement and maintain an 
open-door policy without regard 
for the ability to pay, but within 

" institution’s finandul ability; — v 
. .f Maintain an open medical 
staff by allowing health profes- 
sionals who wi.sh to practice in ' 
the institution to do so if .stan- 
dards arc met; 

• Receive charitable donations 
•from the community; • 

• Prohibit private inurement 
and private benefit; 

• Have a community board of 
contreJ, and;' 

• Ude surplus funds to improve 
quality of patient care, expand 
facilities, and advance medical 
training, education and research 
programs. • 

Given that Idaho’s nonprofit 
hospitals all meet these federal 
criteria, their rating is a solid A.

Explosions spark fe^ that Basque 
separatist violence is returning

MADRID, Spain (AP) - Hopes 
for an end to Basque separatist 
violence in Spain vanished Friday 

when two car bombs.ejtplodod.in 

a Madrid neighborhood, killing 
an army officer and ending a 
month lull in such attacks. 

Police immediately blamed the 
bombings on the Basque sepa- 
ratist group ETA, which ended a 
cease-fire last month .after failing 
to win government concessions. 
Investigators said the attacks had 
-all the hallmarks of the ETA. — : 

Although there was no immedl- 
' ate claim of responsibility, police 
reported last month that they had 
intercepted two ETA-linked cars 
carrying 3,300 pounds of explo- 
sives to Madrid. The group often 
waits weeks before claiming 
responsibility for an attack. The 
last attack attributed to the ETA 
was the killing of a governing 
party official on June 25, 1998. 

• Prime Minister Jose Maria 
Aznar condemned Friday’s attack 
and vowed the government would 
not yield tn its fight against ETA. 

“When ETA announced it was 
ending the pause in its terrorist 
aedvity, I said ETA was making a 
mistake,” Aznar said in a televi- 
sion broadcast. “Now is the time 
td show ETA the consequences of 
its error.” 

As darkness fell, more than 
3,000, people gathered in down- 
town Madrid's Puerta del Sol 
plaza to protest the bombings. 
The rally was supposed to start 
with a silent vigil, but there were 
spontaneous outbursts as some in 
the crowd shouted “ETA are mur- 
derers!” and “We want justice!" 
Protesters carried banners that 
read, “Ba.sques, yes; ETA, no". 

‘-Less than a week'ago, tens of 
thousands of Basque citizens in 
Bilbao attended the latest in a 
series of rallies' to demand that 
the ETA not break the ceasc-flre. 
Many Basques wont more autono- 
my, but oppose the ETA’s meth- 
o(b and wanted talks to continue. 

The nadonalist president of the 
Basque country, Juan Jose 
Ibarretxe, condemned Friday’s 
bombings. He called for Basques 
to hold vigils Friday night in the 
Basque cities of Bilbao and San ' 
Sebastian. 

“1 express my most complete, 
un'equivocal cond&inadoh of the 
crime,” Ibarretxe ' said. 
“Unfortunately ETA ignored 
once again the cw of Basque soci- 
ety that has shown itself over- 
whelmingly in favor of peace.” 

The first car blew up shortly 
after 8 a.m. outside an apartment 
building in a neighborhood full of 
rpilitary families. About 30 min- 
utes after police and rescue work- 
ers arrived, a second car exploded 
about 400 yards away. 

' “I am very angry,” said Josefa 
Espinoza, 65, who works in a near- 
by bakery. “I had a bad feeling 
that the people of this neighbor- 
hood were going to be the first . 
viedms.” • 

National Police chief Juan 
Codno said the car bombs were 
set off by remote-control and that 
the victim. Col. Pedro Antonio 
Blanco Garda, 47, was the target. 

He worked in the economic sec- 
tion of army headquarters in 
Madrid and was married with two . 
children. . 

Defense Minister Eduardo 
Serra visited the officer’s wife, 
who reportedly learned of her 
husband's death by watdiing tele-

Crowds mob Tyson in 
London neighboorhood 


LONDON (AP) - Mike T>-son 
was forced to take shelter in a 
police station Friday after near- 
ly a thousand fans mobbed him 
during a visit to one of London's 
heavily black neighborhoods. 

—The former heavyweight— 

champion waded into crowds’ 
smiling and waving as fans 
chanted “Tyson! Tyson!” His 
visit to Brixton was likened to 
recent \*isits by Nelson Mandela 
and Muhammad Ali. 

But T>-son began to show con- 
cern for his safet>' as police and 
his bodyguards struggled to 
restrain the throng. 

Minutes 'after being escorted ' 
into the police station, Tyson 
appeared at a founh-floor win- 
do’^w'arid’siTdkinb th'e people 
through a megaphone. 

’ “They say you didn't want me 
here, right?” he said, greeted 
by more cheers. 

Tyson was referring to com- 
ments earlier this week by a 
community leader who said the 
boxer was a “pariah” and was 
not welcome in the area 
because of his 1992 rape convic- 
tion. 

“These councilmen can't tell 
me nothing I don’t know about 
my brothers,” Tyson told the 
crowd. “I have got to get back 
to training, so I would appreci- 
ate if you let me break out. 
Thank you very much, thank 
you very much. I love you 
Brixton.” 

But the crowds did not dis- 
perse. A half-hour later, Ty.son 
was. whisked out a back 
entrancc“br'th'e~police“stailun 
and taken away in a police van, 
presumably back to his luxury 
hotel on Park Lane. 

Tyson's promoter, Frank 
Warren, swept iip alongside h>s 
star, savored the publicity for 
Tyson’s Jan. 29 . fight in 
Manchester against Julius 
_:.-Frands.J 

“People love him and this is 
what we are seeing,” Warren 
saicl. “I don’t think it is danger- 
ous. It was just a bit of over 
excitement.” 

Tyson brought- Brixton to a 
standstill. Traffic was stopped 
while people stood on top of 
walls, climbed trues, dangled 
from windows and even jumped 
onto the roof of a police van to 
get a view of the fighter. 

Tlie scene was just as chaotic 
an hour earlier when Tyson 
went to a mosque at Regent’s 
Park. There were a few brief 
scuffles as he walked barefoot 
into the main prayer hall. 

Tyson’s visit delayed a memo- 
rial service for a 19-ycar-oId 
Kurdish boy as members of the 
congregation pushed and 
shoved to catch a glimpse of the 
fighter who converted to Islam 
while serving a jail term for 
rape. 

Relatives of 19-year-old 
Zardasht Draey, who was killed 
in a knife attack a month ago,

said the boy would have wel- 
comed the presence of Tyson. 

“Zardasht was a great fan of 
Tyson. He would be very happy 
to have known he was here. It is 
not a problem as far as we are 
concerned,” his uncle Kamal 
Draey said. 

Earlier, Tyson said he wanted 
to visit Brixton to meet “his 
people.” 

“If you’re an African- 
American or you’re a black man 
-from-any-part-o£-.the-woiJd.and_| 
you come to London, you go to 
Brixton to see your people out 
of respect for them alone,” 
Tyson said. “If I was an Irish 
American, I would go to Belfast 
and I would meet (Sinn Fein 
leader) Gerry.Adams.” 

Tyson said his criminal record 
helped him identify with the 
underdog and the down-and-out 
“and people who murdered peo- 
ple and did some things." 

- “I’ve lived that life,” he said. 
"I’ve been where these guys 
have been. I’ve lived the life 
they’ve been and I’ve been 
there. I’m just happy to go 
there because a black man ... 
we should always pay homage 
to areas whciic our people are 
from.” 

Tyson has been undisturbed 
by women’s rights demonstra- 
tors who burst into the five-star 
Park Lane hotel Thursday only 
to be turned away by security. 

Women’s groups are angry 
that Home Secretary Jack 
Straw allowed a convicted 
rapist into the country even 
though people who have served 
long jail terms for crime arc 
usually kept out. An anti-rape 
group lost a court decision seek- 
ing to reverse Straw’s decision. 

Ty.son has been so impressed 
with London that. he’s said he'd 
like to live in the British capi- 
tal.

Tagilabue rejected claims by 
Belichick that he never actual- 
ly assumed the head coaching 
job. 

In resigning from the Jets, 
Belichick had cited uncertain- 
ties about the team’s owner- 
ship situation amid speculation 
chat he was interested in a 
more powerful post as general 
m 9 nagcr and coach of the New 
Et^and Patriots. . 

The Jets, sold on Monday for 
$63S million to Robert Wood 
Johnson IV, argued that the con- 
tract is ironclad and will 
demand compensation to let 
Belichick out of it. Belichick 
came to the Jets with Parcells 
from the Patriots before the 
1997 season.

ELKO, Nov. - Without a gcnc^ 
al overhaul of the energy infra- 
structure of Elko County, the 
area may not be able to sustain

Tlie $244 million pipeline 
would originate in Price, Utah, 
and would follow Ihc corridor 
along Interstate 80 to Carlin.

Survey show* support for plan 

A national survey shows support for President Clinton's pro- 
posal to protect the country's remaining roadless Brcas,a 
wildland protection group says. 

But In Id^, political leaders and most of those who spoke 
at Forest Sendee hearings In Idaho oppose the proposal. 

The eurvey conducted by American Viewpoint found that 76 
percent of those polled favor the proposal to develop pro- 
tection plans for about 40 million acres of roadless nation- 
al forest land - Including about 8 million acres In Idaho.

“It’s Idaho's price of the recov- 
ery pic,” said Mike Bogert, coun- 
sel to thei governor.

The goal of the lawsuit was to -

Lance said the impact state- 
ment "would lead to the end of 
all multiple use of approximately 
40 million acres of national forest 
land around the country." That 
includes about 8 million roadless 
acres in Idaho. An area is 
deemed "roadless” if it has more 
than 5,000 acres without o main- 
tained rood.

is to open up the process to pro-

Political clout: Hispanics find no voting 
strength despite increase in population 


Unconvinced that the annual 
payments will be as large as origi- 
nally estimated or go on forever 
as earlier advertised, the Joint 
Finance-Appropriations 
.Committee.voted 17.-2 to.crcate. 
what will be called the Idaho- 
Millennium Fund. 

The bill, which still needs 
approval from both the Senate 
and the Houm, also allows only 
the investment earnings on the 
fund to be spent, and* then only in 
an amount equal to S percent of 
the total fund’s value. 

“We don’t know how long, or if, 
this money is going to keep com- 
ing in,” Senate Finance 
Chairman Atwell Parry said.

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Idaho professor teaches new generation about post-Vietnam change 


LEUISTON (AP) - World War 
n brou^t this nation together; 
Vietnam divided it. 

But what changed the United - 
, States in the 1960s and 1970s 
>more than an unpopular wor 
!itself, were the leadm who 'drove' 
^bodi supporters and protesters to 
;distrust their government, said 
•Rand Lewis, assodate direaor of 


artm institute tor Peace 
^Studies and Conflia Resolution at 
; the University of Idaho. 

Lewis, 52, is a Vietnam veteran. 
He retired after “29 years, 6 
months, 3 days and about Ghours** 
^in the U.S. Air Force and Anny, 
^where he served as both an enlist* 

. led man and officer. 

• He now teaches classes on 
^Vicmam and the Middle East at 
Udaho and Washington State 
! University. 

‘ President Lyndon B. Johnson, 
whom Lewis calls “the eonsum* 
mote politician.” ran the Vietnam 
-War from the White House and 
;hid what was happening from the 
{American pieople. “By the tiiric 
; Johnson said we have forces there . 
and your sons and daughters ore 
. involved, we're already bringing 
.home carets, so faith in govern- 
' mem dwindled quickly.” 

LBJ was followed by Richard 
M. Nixon, who showed people 
even more that they shouldn’t 
trust their government. Protests 
; spread across the nation and that 
[ led to one of Nixon's major errors. 

• Nixon also was secretive. He 
! sneaked out of the White House 
late one night with a couple of 
Secret Service agents and went to . 
the Lincoln Memorial. He talked 
to demonstrators there as though 

they_were_a.bunch_of. hicks, Lewis 

said. 

“His attitude and demeanor 
;were such, it just made them ' 

• angry. As a result of that, his cred- 
libilliy went to pot. Then came 
'Watergate. By the time that was 
done, he was toast.” 

And then the American people 
gave up. They had decided the 
hallowed presidency was no more, 
Lewis said. ' 

Mudslinging became an accept- 
ed part of national campaigns: 
;“Find anything you can that 
^appears to be bad and make that 
lour position." 

: It started in the 1960s, but a lot 
of little things came together over 
time to decrease the American 
public’s support of the political 
system os it is today. 

What has happened from that, 

' Lewis said, is a lot of good people 
won’t run for office anymore 
■because it became the standard to 
•see what can be dug up to make 
•them appear to be less than 
Iwholesome Americans. “It’s just 
;bccn a cohstant like that, and 

• there are very few people who are 
squeaky clean. They won’t put . 
their families through that.” 

And then came Bill Clinton, 
who hasn't done anything to help 
the image of the presidency, 
Lewis said. 

The nation also underwent an 
labrupt cultural change In the '60s, 
;from Beaver Cleaver and “Father 
Knows Best” to flower children, 

free love and demonstrations. 

“Camclot was there for a little 
while,” but families changed, as did 
' the way people dealt with prob- 
lems and how they .approached 
business and employment. 

Change continued into the 
!1970s, much of it as a result of 
IVictnam, but tlungs have recycled 
;again two decades later. 

■ “We’re not real good at remem- 
bering things, and that's kind of 
sad b^use the only ones I think 

■■■■ learned ahy'Vriajor lessons were 
probably the military services." 

The military, and President 
George Bush, didn’t repeat during 
.the Persian Gulf Wtu* some of the 
;nu8takes that made the trauma of 
;VJctnam so deep for many men 
'and women, Lewis said. 

Biish'iwt policy and'ict his com" 
menders run the war, and the 
chain of command didn’t break 
down as it did in Vietnam. Nor did 
Gulf commanders continue the 
individual replacement system 
dint broke down the cohcdvencss 
of military units in Vietnam. 

Soldiers who train together 
Hearn to rely on one another, 
[Lewis said, which is the best way 
to survive the horrors of combat. 

In Vietnam, young men arrived 
one at a time, alone. They knew 
no one. They felt isolated and 
lonely. 

A soldier might make one or 
two close friends. during a 12- 
month hitch, and chances ore one 
;of them would be killed. Those 
>vho survived went home to a 
nation that shunned them. They 
had no one to talk to, and that was 
the crux of the problem. 

“They buried it inside them. 
The best medidne for trauma is to 
talk about it The impact of that 
was treinttidous. Almmt all of us 
still carry some remnant of it in 

some way.” - _ .

Officials have differing vi^s on impact 


RENO, Nev. (AP) - Nevada is 
one of the biggest gold producers 
in tlie world. And it's nickname is 
the Silver State. 

So what better place to go to get 
the dcfimiivc answer about the, 
impact of new environmental 
restrictions on the mining indus- 
try? Well, not exactly. 

' Rep. Jim Gibbons, R-Ncv., and 
Sen. Harry Reid, D-Ncv., arc offer- 
ing .such widely divergent views of 
the anticipated fallout from the 
mining regulations tilth one might 
question whether they’re from the

In a case denying a permit to a 
mine in Washington state, Leshy 
quoted parts of the Mining Law of 
1872 that limit mining operations 
to one 20-acre millsitc on public 
land per each mining patent. 

Under the measure passed by 
. Congress, all mines in operation . 
.before November 1997 are 
exempted from the limit, which 
never previously has been 
enforced. 

Included in the exemption arc 
all mines currently ope^rating in 
Nevada, the third largest produc- 
er of gold in the world behind 
Smth Africa and Australia. 

“I think he should be looking at 
the glass as half full instead of 
half empty,” Reid said about 
Gibbon’^ assessment.

Backers say it merely reflects 
the way it should have been 
enforced all along. 

Tom Myers, director of the 
Great Basin Mine Watch in. Reno, 
said Congress was wrong to 
exempt existing mines from tlic 
mill-site restrictions. 

“Most Nevada mines operating 
on public land violate the law as 
written and should have been pro- 
hibited,” Myers said. 

He said there should be a major 
overhaul of the law, \vriticn at a 
time most miners used picks and 
shovels. 

“The authors of the law in 1872 
never thought that micro.scopic 
gold, requiring the removal of 
hundreds of tons of rock and the 
creation of massive open pits and 
waste covering thousands of acres, 
as exists throughout Nevada, 
would ever be mined,” Myers 
said. 

Leshy said the industry’s prob- 
lem isn’t so much with his inter- 
pretation as it is with the way in 
which the controversy could end 
up - forcing more mining compa- 
nies to the table to discuss an 
overhaul of the overall law. 

“Politics has a lot to do with it,” 
Leshy said in a recent interview 
before a speech at the University ' 
of Nevada, Reno, home of one of 
the largest mining schools in the 
West 

To be frank, I think there is a 
sort of ’gotcha’ mentality out 
there. The industry for a long time 
has been’ saying the Mining Act is 
such a beautiful thing. This re^

Unforgivable sin. The term has a 
chilling ring to it. What is this sin? 
Who commits it? Should people worry 
that they might? 

Two dozen Southern Idaho residents 
from a dozen different churclies 
responded to a Times-News survey on 
the subject, and most agreed that the 
unforgivable sin is blasphemy against 
the Holy Spirit, which is, in fact, a 
rejection of God. 

Pastor Art Freund, of the First 
Christian Church in Buhl, wrote about 
Jesus' encounter with the Pharisees, 
as recorded in LukcT2: “Jesus’ power 
over demons, as all his signs and won* 
ders, were done by the power of God’s 
Spirit and meant to prove that Jesus 
is the Christ, God’s savior for man* 
I^d.l 

Freund explained chat Jesus’ 
opponents were saying chat Satan, 
not the Holy Spirit, was giving Jesus 
this power - and those who believed 
Jesus’ miracles were Satanic decep* 
cion would not accept Jesus as. their 
savior. Thus,, the sin against the Holy 
Spirit is actually a rejection of 
Jesus. 

Joseph Cowles, a minister of 
CKrist/The Israel of Yahweh Assembly 
who worships at the Chrisdan Center 
in Twin Falls, said, in his survey 
response that certain Bible passages- 
(especially in Matthew 12 and Mark 3) 
show that “both the scribes and 
Pharisees were publicly declaring that ’ 
Jesus tvas doing his ndghty works by 
thepower of Satan.” 

. --The scribes of the day wrote out the 


Law - and counted with scrupulous 
— minuieness-everyclause-and-letterit— 
contained. The Phorisces, members of 
a religious party among the Jews, 
carefully observed the written Law, 
but also accepted the oral/traditional 
Law. And su^ people were often at 
odds with Jesus. 

Lance Larson, who attends 
Lighthouse Christian Fellowship in 
Twin Falls, said he has talked with his 
pastor about the unforgivable sin and 
has decided that the Scripture pas* 
sages about it are spedfically talking 
about the Pharisecs’ assertions that 
Jesus-was doing miracles by Satanic 
power- which amounted to blasphem- 
ing (or speaking against) the Holy 
Spirit; 

“I think this' refers to events going 
on then,” he said, “but 1 suppose there 
are still people today, when you look 
at satanism, etc, who would say this.” 

Other readers offered other varia- 
tions on the theme of rejecting God by

blaspheming the Holy Spirit. 

“When you denounce the Trinity 
(God, Jesus and the Holy Spirit) as 
one, then you have committed the 
unpardonable sin,'^ wrote Cassandra 
Bloklcy; who attends Kimberly 
Chrisdan Church. 

“The Holy Spirit uses God’s Word 
(the Bible) and God’s children (th6% 
who have trusted Christ) to lead odi- 
ers to repentance' and restoration to 
God,” wrote Michele Snyder, who 
attends Praise Chapel Open Bible 
Fellowship In Rupert. “Those who 
continually reject the promptings of 
- the Holy Spirit are committing the 
unpardonable sin - blasphemy against 
the Holy Spirit” ' t 

. To expand on the idea of bias- ' 
pheming the Holy Spirit, Sherri 
Mendoza, from the Magic Valley 
-BlbIe_Church, sent in an example: 


“One of the things' the Holy Spirit 
-doesns-to-convlct us of our sin, to 
show us our need for a Savior. Now, 
let’s say I was praying for Jane Doe. 
The Holy Spirit begins to convict 
her, to draw her to God. Because she 
has a free will, she must make the 
decision to turn from her sinful 
lifestyle and accept the Lord’s for- 
giveness. If she rejects (blasphemes) 
rite Holy Spirit’s conviction, in effect, 
she’s rejecting Jesus and his work on 
the cross.” 

And according to Norman Dillon, 
poster of the Apostolic House of . 
Prayer in Rupert, those who receive 
the Holy Spirit and then “turn and say 
there is nothing to it, it is of the devil” 
are guilty of this blasphemy. 

Duion, whose church is Pcmccosial, 
also said ho believes that tho.se who 
receive the Holy Spirit experience 
speaking in tongues. 

“It is the Bible proof of having it - 
speaking in tongues as on the Day of 
Pentecost and we stand on that,” he 
said. 

The Rev. Don Mikel, pastor of the 
(Presbyterian) Church of the Big 
Wood in Ketchum, referred to some 
information about the Holy Spirit 
that is contained in the Old 
Testament, in a passage written 
long before the' Holy Spirit at 
Pentecost. 

In Psalm 51, David, in sorrow, spoke 
to God obout the sin of adultery, 
Mikel noted, and asked God not to 
take the Holy Spirit from him. 

“How did David know anything 
about that?” Mikel asked. “He lived 
in the presence of King Saul (I Samuel 
26) and saw Saul apparently commit 
the (unforgivoble) sin, and God 
wouldn’t answer Saul anymore 
because Saul evidently turned his 
back on God.” 

Mikel concluded chat the unforgiv- 
able sin has been'around for a long 
dme, but he also offered some words 
of encouragement to chose v^ho are . 
worried about copimitcing it. 

“In I and H Peter, we are Told that 
God isn’t willing that a^ should pe^ 
ish,” he said. “I don’t think we need to 
be worried about committing this sin 
fteely.” •

Teaching businesspeople to 
make biblically-bascd decisions 
is the goal of Kingdom 
Companies, a division of 
Ultimate Support Systems of 
Fort CuIIins, a privately-held, 
20-year-old company that makes 
speaker, lighting, keyboard and 
microphone stands for the 
music and entertainment indus- 
tries. 

The company's mission state- 
ment proclaims its first goal is to 
“make known the truth of the 
gospel of Je.sus Christ, and to 
minister His life and love to oth- 
ers." It does this “through the 
profitable design, manufacture, 
and distribution of n broad 
range of high quality support 
systems." 


Darrell Schoenig and James 
Dismore, founder and president 
respectively, said their pFOgram 
is the result of a concern that 
their Christian lives were being 
checked out on Sunday morning 
and checked back in Sunday 
night. 

“We'go out ahd'work with 
other companies and ... give them 
ideas," said Dismore. “We try to 
help other companies come to 
understand what is their mission, 
and what is their purpose.” 

Ultimate Support generates 
five-year plans for business 
and ministry, then combines 
them to create a corporate 
plan. 

Decisions based on biblical 
concepts can cost money. For 
example, a recent 548,000 
health insurance premium hike 
came out of company coffers; 
officials decided the corpora- 
tion could sustain the addition- ' 
al expense better than employ- 
ees, who would have had to pay 
an additional $100 a month' 
apiece. 

Ultimate's corporate mission 
statement has stayed in company 


catalogs, even though some non- 
Christian customers have can- 
celed thousands of dollars 
worth of purchase orders. 
Officials declined to give de- 
tails. 

Schuenig became a Christian 
while livi ng in_his van on the 
beaches of'Hawaii iii the 1970.S. 
Dismore, raised by Christian 
grandparents, started working 
with Sam Walton when the 
Wal-Mart chain had three 
stores and was a senior level 
manager when he left 12 years 
later. 

On his arrival at Ultimate in 
the 1990s, he decided to pursue a 
marriage of business and min- 
istry plans that Schoenig already 
had begun to formulate. 

“Is the making of money for 
your own self-interest, or is it 
for others?" Dismore said. 
“There's nothing in. Scriptures 
that says there’s anything 
wrong with profit. Scripture 
does say' it's the purpose, and- 
how you go about making that 
profit, and what you do with the 
profit, thar makes the differ- 
ence."

NASHVILLE, Tenn. - As farm- 
ers head to banks to arrange 
loans for spring planting, some 
will be turned down following 
losses during last season’s 
drought. Some will become 
depressed again and will need 
help. Farmer Richard Jameson 
has been there, and he knows. 

As week after week went by 
last summer without any rain, 
Jameson saw his crops wither 
• and felt his spirits decline. He 
sank into a depression that was 
exacerbated by the death of his 
father and a close friend's serious 

“1 was at the bottom of the bar- 
rel. And one of the keys for me 
was our minister,” he says, 
adding that medication and sup- 
port from his family and doctor 
also helped. 

Now he wants to make sure 
other farmers who are depressed 
as they try to scrape together 
money for.sccd and-£ertilizcr - 
have a place to turn for help. 

With the help of the Methodist 
Conference Program for 
Ministries, Jameson and his min- 
ister, the Rev. Stan Waldon of 
Brownsville First Methodist, have 
assembled three meetings with 
pastors from churches in western 


Tennessee and Kentucky. The 
idea was to alert pastors to the 
seriousness of the drought and 
give them ideas for providing 
pastoral care to farmers. 

“We try to instill hope, try to 
help them recognize that the 
problems are not ^e fault of poor 
farming,” Waldon said. 

They invited farmers, bankers, 
menttU health professionals and 
agriculture specialists, to educate 
the ministers about how the 
drought and failing crops could 
hurt families and communities. 

“There’s not really much that 
we can do as pastors to put 
money in their pocket,” Waldon 
said. "What we’re trying to do Is 
.say the churdi is here.” 

Similar efforts have been orga- 
nized in other states where farm- 
ers arc in crisis. 

“Farmers were feeling they had 
failed to do their work properly. 
... They were really hurting,” said 
the Rev. Gene Handwerk, a 
Lutlicran pastor who coordinated 
efforts to reach out to form fami- 
lies in Pennsylvania. . . ' 

Handwcrl^ a staff member for 
the Northeastern Pennsylvania 
Synod near Allentown, Pa., and a 
partner in a family farm, helped 
get hay donated by Nebraska and 
Wisconsin farmers to drought- 
stricken Pennsylvania farmers. 

The synod also ran a series of 


workshops for farmers about how 
to deal with crisis and gave pas- 
tors and rural congregations spe- 
cific suggestions on how to reach 
out to farm families. 

Sandra A. LaBlanc, director of 
Rural Ministry Resouces and 
Networking for the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America in 
Des Moines, Iowa, predicted, “A 
freight train is coming down the 
pike and it’s going to hit in 
March.” 

LaBlanc, is developing a 
national program for clergy 
awareness of the farm crisis. 

“What I’ve been told is that 
March is when operating loans to . 
farmers will be refused," she 
-^d. .. 

The Catholic-Lutheran Rural 
Life Commission of Northwest 
Minnesota developed an out-' 
reach program after a flood in 
1993, said the Rev. Milo 
Mathison, a retired Lutheran pas- 
tor in Mentor, Minn., and vice 
chairman of the commission 
which serves the northwest cor- 
ner of Minnesota. The outreach, 
arm was eventually incorporated 
and receives feder^ funding. 

Outreach workers help farmers 
plan an orderly transition out of 
agriculture, with job training and 
direct assistance for such things 
as utility bills, child care and 
counseling.

The 
Father welcomes you. He^ill 
take your pain and make your 
heart brand-new. 

A priest with a soothing voice 
appears and begins talking about 
oid Catholic masses said in Latin, 
bells and incense. He talks about 
changes in the church through 
the years. He reassures Catholics . 
who have fallen away from the 
church that they are loved. 

“One thing we nced'to remem- 
ber is we are born Catholic 
throu^ our baptism. We will not 
truly be at peace and truly be 
filled with joy until we come 
home,” he soys. . 

Videos su^ as this are a key 
part of a program called 
“Catholics Come Home,” which 
started this month at Guardian 
Angels Church in Clowson, Mich. 
The purpose is to remind lapsed 
Catholics what they loved about 
the church and give them a nos- 
talgic nudge back to the faith. 

The program, which started in 
the Phoenix diocese, calls for 
active Catholics to find family 
and hiends who arc mactive and 
imrite them to special Sunday ses- 
sions. Church membero also con 
anonymously provide names to 
the organizers, who vrill call those 
people and intdte them to church. 

The sessions began .with an 


open Sunday and continue week- 
ly throu^ March 12. 

Attendees will sit together. for 
about an hour in the sanctuary 
and watch and discuss short 
videos. Subjects influde 
“Memories of the Church,"- 
"Faith and Doubt,” “Sexuality” 
and “Marriage and Annulments.” 

For example, the video on ■ 
marrioge tallu about how people 
can get their morrioges onnullcd 
so they might rejoin the chuixh, 
which docs accept divorce. One 
video reminds p^plc about the ' 
importance of the Eucharist, or 
communion, in the church. 
Another discusses how sex is a 
holy union between men and 
women and explains the 
church’s stance against artificial 
birth control. All videos indude 
testimonials from Catholics, 


such as a man who talks about 
leaving the church after a bad 
experience in Vietnam and a 
woman who got her marriage 
annulled. 

Church offldols hope that “lax 
and lapsed” Catholics will relate 
to what they see and and reoJize 
what they’ve been missing, orga- 
nizers said. Almost 20 church 
members will lead the sessions. 
With the hdp of church offidals, 
they may even help excommuni- 
cated Catholics find out if and ; 
how they can come back. ; 

“This offers a venue for people ' 
who, for whatever reason, hove 
distanced themselves from 
church, so that they can feel Uke 
they have an amnesty,” said' 
Grace Pellerito, director of 
administration at Guardian 
Angels Church. '

“For too long, the only voices in thtt 
public square on religion and sexuality 
have been the anti*sexuality pronounce- 
ments of the religious right," said Debra 
Haffner, president of the Sexuality

SIECUS sponsored the one-page decla- 


ration on sexual morality that also advo- 
cates open access to abortion and sex 
education at all age levels, ft opposes 
“unsustainable population growth,” the 
“commercial exploitation of sexuality" 
and all forms of “sexual oppression." 

John Thomas, president of the United 
Church of Christ, said “the reli^ous —

Another member of the group, the 
Rev . Lar ry Greenfield, a former semi- 
nary president in the American Baptist 
Churches, said the paper carries this 
message on sex'by unwed teens: “The 
most effective ethic is one that is not 
rule-based, but reladoriship-based." 

A conservative spokesman, the Rev. 
William Meircll of the Southern Baptist 


Convention, responded: “This is not new 
ground for liberal religious leaders. 
There has been a history of radical 
departure from the teacMngs of the 
.Scriptures-oh these topics. I do not 
believe that the moral confusion and the 
moi^ incoherence that characterizes the 
time is relieved by such statements. 


Thou^'members of-25 denominauons - 
endorsed the group’s text, nearly half ore

groups that have moved toward liberal 
sexual policies in the past generation.

occurred. 

“The main reason I made the 
series was to give African 
American kids something they 
can identify with," said Kalich, 
who introduced a'“Caucasian 
Heritage Series" in 1997. 

The toy habits of his own chil- 
dren, who were avid collectors of 
"Star Wars," "Masters of the 
. Universe" and Barbie toys, gave 
him the idea, sort of. An evangeli- 
cal Christian, Kalich, 52, com- 
bined their passion with his own 
and came up with the idea of pro 
ducing coys with a religious 
intent. 

' His. Charleroi, Pa.-based com- 
pany, Train Up a Child, takes its 
name from a Biblical proverb: 
“Train up a child in a way he 
should go and when he is old he 
will not depart from it.” 

He saidj “My strong belief is 
that if I design action toys from 
Bible figures, it will lead children 
to play and ask questions." 

Kalich, who is white, wasn’t try- 
ing CO wade into a controversy.

• York tvho directs a research pro- 
ject on how blacks relate to the 
Bible. “There is a long tradition 
among African Americans of 
putting the emphasis on Bible 
characters’ strengths, their capac-

ity CO outrun difficulties and over- 
come pain to get to a different 
place." 

He is cautious about the idea of 
an African Jesus (Kalich’s best- 
selling figure) or any other figure 
from the Bible: 

“To a.ssign ethnic identities to 
them has to do witl] our own con- 
flicts and issues," he said. 

That’s how we got the 
Europeanized, all-white cast of 
characters most Christians have 
lived with for centuries, Wim- 
busli said.
